CHAPTER I. 

^ THE DESCRIPTION OFTHE FAMILY 
?T^S4^F^^L^' IN WHICH A KINGED 




WAS ever of opinion that the hon- 
est man who married and brought 
up a large family, did more service 
than he who continued single, and 
I only talked of population* From 
this motive, I had scarce taken or- 
I ders a year, before I began to think seriously 
I of matrimony, chose my wife as she did her 
wedding gown, not for a fine glossy surface, 
but such qualities as would wear well To 
do her justice, she was a good natured notable 
woman ; and as for breeding, there were few coun-

Her youth, health, and 
cence, were still heightened by a complexion so 
transparent, and such an happy sensibility of look, 
tj^at even age could not gaze with indifference. 
As Mr. Wilmot knew that I could make a very 
handsome settlement on my son, he was not averse 
to the match; so both families lived together in 
all that harmony which generally precedes an cx^ 
pected alliance. Being convinced by experience 
that the days of courtship are the most happy 
of our lives, I was willing enough to lengthen 
the period; and the various amusements which 
the young couple every day shared in each 
other's company, seemed to increase their pas^ 
sion.
